T H E C O P Y R I G H T L A W . 


F irst XI en st: re Passed F or the Pro. 
teetio n of L iterary Property-. 
April IO. 1710, is a noteworthy date: 
In tho history of literature. On th at 
day cam e into operation an act “for 
rite encouragem ent of learning by vest­ 
ing the copies of printed books in the 
authors or purchasers of such copies.” 
Tit is w as the first m easure passed for 
the protection of literary property. 
The word “copyright,” according to 
Dr. Murray, was not used before 1707. 
In the preamble of the bill, which is I 
said to have been drafted by Dean 
Swift, the necessity of a measure “to 
enable learned men to w rite useful 
books” is dwelt upon. 
By its pro­ 
visions tw o term s of copyright, each 
of fourteen years, wore created for all 
future publications, one term to follow 
Immediately upon the other if the au­ 
thor wore still living at tho expiration 
of tho first term. 
According to a subsidiary clause, if 
any publisher issued a book at a price 
judged too high by certain “discreet 
persons" he was liable to a penalty. 
I he “discreet persons” included, among 
others, tile archbishop of Canterbury, 
the lord chancellor and the vice chan­ 
cellors of Oxford and Cambridge. On 
them devolved the somewhat delicate 
task of fixing tin* book’s value. This 
chinse was repealed in 1730, but the 
term of copyright remained unaltered 
until 1842, when it was extended to the 
life of tho author and seven years, or 
forty-two years from the date of publi­ 
cation, whichever may prove longer. 
England was the first country thus to 
piotect the rights of authors. 
France 
followed suit in 1703, but in Germany 
no copyright law* existed until 1870.— 
London Ne ws.

have not yet fathomed. 
B ut great strides have been made In 
th at knowledge which has only within 
recent years been discovered and which 
reveals to us w hat the cranium really 
contains. 
Shelving w hat has gone be­ 
fore and what has been taught as med­ 
ical law, the following interesting data 
on how the brain works ore now* what 
Is accepted at the present time as the 
correct theory: 
Tho cerebrum 
front aud top—Is the 
chief [/art of the brain and the Imme­ 
diate source of all our m ental action. 
The gray m atter of the outer surface la 
made up of layers of nerve cells. Those 
arc the thinking centers. 
Experiments 
have clearly dem onstrated th a t each 
convolution has a special function, and 
lf destroyed it cannot be replaced. 
It has also been found th at the left 
side of the brain is more active than 
(he right. 
How has that been found out? Well, 
lf an epileptic commences a fit by 
tw itching the right thum b or hand on# 
would find its cause in Its nerve centei 
on the left side of the brain. It is only 
w ithin the past few years that medical 
men are now able to make a map of the 
surface of the brain according to the 
various functions performed. 
All impressions received from th« 
outer world, whether through the ma 
dlum of sight, smell, hearing, taste oi 
touch, are carried direct to the surface 
of the brain and recorded lu the brain 
cells of their respective areas, while 
nil movements arc the result of im 
pulses from the cells In the different 
motor areas. 
Now, there are five large sensory 
areas in the make up of the b rain .1 
First, sight, which Is the largest, at 
the back of the Wain. Smell, taste and 
hearing have their positions at the sld# 
of the head In the tem poral (templea- 
region aud Inner surface. 
Touch has 
Its domicile at the top of the brain, 
while the large motor (giving motion) 
area takes up the bulk of the mlddl* 
brain. 
These are so splendidly arranged ny 
nature th at the motor cells of the bpi 
are in front, then those of the hand, 
arm and so on to the foot
